It is next to 
impé@ssible to retain one’s footing, as there are 
no steps, merely occasional hollows in the pol- 
ished marble, which would be of little advan- 
tage were it not for the assistance rende by 
the Arabs, whose bare feet never slip. The 
doubied-up posture that one is forced to assume, 
the insecure footing offered, the stiffled feeli 
caused by the confined passage, and sggrav 
by the smoke of the candles, render the attempt 
to penetrate the Great Pyramid a herculean 
task.

At 
this point commences an ascending passage, 125 
feet in length, and inelined at the same angle as 
ibe evtrauce passage. Up this we were hauled 
by our uutufug Bedonips, emerging into 

THE **GREAT GALLERY,” 


a lofty but narrow passage. which 
forms a costinuation of the last 
mentioned, having the same  ipnelination.

It is reported, on good authority in Wash- 
ington that Gen. Bascock will not only va- 
cate his present post of honor and confi- 
dence, but he will also resign his position of 
Colonel of Engineers, and quit the army al- 
together. 

A church trial is in progress at East Sagi- 
maw, Mich., the Rev. F. W. May, a Meth- 
odist of good connections, being 
the subject of the ecclesiastical inquiry. 
‘The charges are of the prevailing type,— 
adultery, slander, etc.,—and, as the defend- 
ant has on a previous occasion of similar 
character had the benefit of the verdict, 
Not guilty, but don’t do it again,” it is to 
be presumed that if a conviction is the re- 
sult in this instance it will not be attended 
with another opportunity to disgrace the 
Church and the cloth.

The people everywhere seem at last to be 


| aroused to the necessity of organized action 


against the tax-eaters, bummers, thieves, 
gamblers, and law-breaking classes. In New 
York City it is a matter of immediate self- 
preservation. 

Now come the British papers, all whin- 
ing over the decay of official virtue in the 
United States. While the facts are indis- 
putable, the inference that such corruption 
is incidental to popular or Republican Gov- 
ernments is wholly ynwarranted. Corruption 
in office has been known in all countries, and 
in all climes, and in all ages. The long list 
of impeachments of. officers for corrupt 
practices is all found in the history of Great 
Britain. It was a British nobleman who 
served as Prime Minister during the reigns of 
two Kings who announced that Every man 
had his price,” and who notoriously acted on 
that principle. He bought and sold, bribed 
and was bribed, for half a century. Even in 
China and Turkey, where Governments are 
absolute, Ministers of State have been bought 
and sold, and even at this day in Turkey the 
law is administered for pay. The United 
States during their century of national exist- 
ence have been remarkably free from of- 
ficial corruption. Id was not until war, in 
its general demoralization, had undermined 
the social system, had poisoned public 
morals by the introduction of wealth as a 
mark of distinction, and the want of ita 
cause of social exclusion, that corruption be- 
came familiar. The country has been strug- 
gling with this demoralization for some time, 
and official as well as unofficial vice, crime, 
and extravagance are due to this compara- 
tively new order of things, and are in no way, 
however remotely, incidental to Republican 
institutions.

COERUPTION OF CABINET OFFICERS—AN 
EARLY CASE. 

The impeachment case of Secretary Bxr- 
Naur is the first instance of the institution of 
such a proceeding against any executive offi- 
cer of the Government, except President 
Anprew Jounson. In the case of ANDREW 
Jounson the charges were purely of a politi- 
cal character, and in no wise questioned his 
personal integrity. There have been fre- 
quently intimations of misconduct, official 
and personal, against other Secretaries of the 
Executive Departments, and these have been, 
from time to time, investigated by commit- 
tees of Congress, but in no case has there 
ever been an accusation of personal dishon- 
esty which has been sufficiently sustained to 
lead tora judicial investigation. 

One of the most curious cases of this kind 
was that of Epmunp Ranpotpn, of Virginia 
From 1779 to 1783 he was a delegate to the 
Continental Congress, and was one of the 
members of the Convention which framed 
the Constitution of the United States; was 
Governor of Virginia in 1788, and, when 
Wasurncton formed his first Cabinet, in 1789, 
was made Attorney-General. Tuomas Jxr- 
rerson was Secretary of State, and ALExan- 
vnn Hamiiton Secretary of the Treasury. 
During the administration of WasHINGTonN, 
there was a strong antagonism Between Jzr- 
FERSON and HamiutTon, and finally Jerrzrson 
resigned, recommending RanpoiPn as his 
successor, and WASHINGTON appointed Ran- 
pours Secretary of State. The feud with Ham- 
rox was continued, and the latter resigned 
in January, 1795. RAx Doren and JErrenson, 
with Mapison, were partisans of France, 
while WasHincTon and HamMILToN were con- 
servative towards France, and anxious to es- 
tablish friendly relations with England. Dur- 
ing the insurrection in Pennsylvania, in 1794, 
there was a division in the Cabinet as to the 
suppression of it by force. WasHTNOrON and 
Hamtrox were for vigorous measures, and 
Raxporrn and the Democratic leaders op- 
posed. Finally Wasxrxeron issued his proc- 
lamation, and as Commander-in-Chief visited 
the interior of Pennsylvania. At this time 
Raxpolr n, who assumed that a long civil war 
had begun, went to the French Minister 
some time in 1794, and what took place was 
thus described. by the French Minister in a 
letter to his Government, dated Oct. 31, 
1794: 

All his (RanpoLrn’s) countenance was grief. It 
is all over, “he said to me; “as civil war is about to 
ravage our.dnhappy country, Four men. by their tal- 
ents, their influence, and their energy, may save it. 
But debtors of English merchants, they will. be de- 
pri ved of their liberty, if they take the smallest step. 
Could yuu lend them, instantaneously, funds eu ficient 
to shelter them from English persecutionf’’ This in- 
quiry astonished me much. It was impossible for me 
to make a satisfactory answer. You know my want of 
power and defect of pecuniary means. 

The design was to impress upon the French 
Minister that if Great Britain should aid the 
insurgents France would lose an ally, Great 
Britain recover her colonies, etc. At that 
time Jay was negotiating a treaty of com- 
merce with Great Britain, to which France 
was greatly opposed, and which Rax Doren 
resisted down to the very latest minute, and 
which he only signed by direct orders of the 
President. 

Rambo continued in office until some 
time in the next year. In the meantime, the 
vessel bearing the dispatch by the French 
Minister was chased at sea by a British 
cruiser, and the letter-bag was thrown over- 
board. A sailor from the English vessel re- 
covered the bag, and the British Government 
caused the original of the dispatch to be sent 
to the United States. It was intrusted to 
Mr. Woxcort, Secretary of the Treasury, who 
laid it before the President. What took place 
is thus described in Hammton’s History of 
the Republic,” Vol. VL, page 247: 

The couree to be pursued with regard to Rn Doren 
was submitted by the President to his Cabinet; and it 
was resolved to grant him an interview in order to re- 


ceive such explanation as he might make. Having on 
the 18th of Auguet, 1795, signed the ratification of the 


ing ‘‘ asserted that be had never received or proposed 
to receive money for his own use or that of any other 
person, and bed never made any improper communi- 
cations of the measures of the Government,” retired 
for a short time. He then re-entered and stated his in- 
tention to resign immediately, which he promised to 
communicate in 


tion, for the purpose of aiding in securing’

The President accepted the resignation and 
promised that, while Rax Doren was seeking 
evidence to remove the strong suspicions, no 
disclosures would be made. 

Subsequently, Ranpotpn published a 
“ vindication,” in which he was very abusive, 
especially of the President, and in the same 
volume of Hamriton we find quoted the fol- 
lowing description of a scene at the Presi- 
dent’s house : 

Judge Ross s Senator of the United States who was 
his agent for certain landsin the interior of Pennsy!- 
vania, relates: I called to breakfast with him in order 
to receive his instructions before he was interrupted 
by public business. Mrs. WasHInGcTon was sitting in 
the parlor completely awe-stricken, and in the corner, 
NxTrIr Custis, her niece, cowering like a partridge. 
Vans MURRaY came in, and, addressing himself to the 
President, asked him If he had seen RaxDOLPH's 
book?” Wasminetow replied, in a voice swelling with 
indignation, “ Yes, sir; I have read every line, every 
word of it, and a —— scoundrel God Almighty 
never permitted to disgrace humanity.” 

In the time of Gen. Jackson there was an 
accusation of corruption made through the 
papers against Samvux. D. Ixonax. who had 
been Secretary of the Treasury. It was 
made by the friends of Gen. Eaton, who 
had remained in the Cabinet as Secretary of 
War. Inouam repelled the charge, and was 
subsequently assaulted on the street by 
Eaton. There was some talk of corruption 
against Cabinet officers under Gen. Tarox, 
growing out of the allowance of the Gorrnm, 
Garpwer, and other claims,—large for that 
day,—but nothing came of it. At a later 
day, the House of Representatives, in 1862, 
passed a series of resolutions censuring 
Soon Cameron, Secretary of War, for cor- 
ruptiong practiced in the service, but no 
action was taken looking to impeachment. 
At a still later day, committees of Congress in- 
vestigated accusations of fraud involving the 
administration of the Naval Department by 
Secretary Roxsrson, the Indian Service by 
Secretary Detano, the War Department by 
Secretary Breixnap, and the CHORPENNING 
case by Postmaster-General CnxswZIL, but 
in all these cases there was an acquittal by 
the Investigating Committees. 


BELENAP’S POLITICAL RECORD. 

The Chicago Times says: 

Of conrse Tux Tinu doesn’t expect its readers 
to believe this stuff: “ BELKNAP was always a Demo- 
crat,—went into the War one, came out one, was pro- 
moted whem one, and was one when hoe fell. But we 
feel as bitterly over the disgraceful cause of that fall as 
if he had been born and lived a Republican.“ 


Tue Teroune expects its readers to believe 
just precisely this ‘‘ stuff,” because it is the 
truth. In characterizing BLXXAT's bribery 
as a national disgrace, Taz Tarsunz but gave 
expression to the profound public sense of 
the shame it brought upon the whole coun- 
try. Thereat upstart the journalistic spokes- 
men and defenders of the Democratic 
party; and, in their chop-logic fashion, 
assuming that Bre_xnarp was a bribe- 
taker because he was a Republican, 
deduce that the great Republican party 
is asharerin his guilt, and that it is season 
for Republicans to hide their faces for very 
shame’s sake. TI Trrsunz has not been in 
the habit of assuming that because a man 
was a Democrat he was necessarily a thief 
and blackmailer; and notwithstanding the 
record of the Twreps, Sweenys, Conortys, 
Inaersouis, Carpozas, Barnarps, Son- 
makERS, Firoyps, and Tsompsons, the honest 
and decent men of that ,party can hardly be 
considered as sharers in their infamy. 

Since, however, that style of argument is 
being applied by the Democratic press in the 
BxIxxA case, it is perhaps well that the 
Democracy should enjoy the full benefit of 
all that can be made out of it. That they 
can only do, when it is kept in mind, as is 
the fact, that Brixnap entered public life as 
a Democrat, and cofltinued a Democrat up to 
and during the time he was filling his pockets 
with official bribes. About twenty years ago 
he made his advent in Iowa, as his fellow- 
townsmen at Keokuk bear witness, as an ac- 
tive local Democratic politician, and as such 
was elected to the Legislature. During his 
term of office as a Democratic member of the 
Iowa Legislature was it that the first insight in- 
to the true-inwardness of the man was afforded 
by his embezzlement of the funds of clients, 
intrusted to him as a lawyer, and which his 
law-partner in practice had to make good. 
Shortly after the close of his legislative 
term the Democratic Rebellion broke out, and 
he entered the army, where he distinguished 
himself by his gallantry and bravery, which 
secured his rapid promotion and enlisted the 
friendship and esteem of Gen. Grant. His 
brilliant personal daring, one of the most 
notable illustrations of which was his jump- 
ing into the trenches held by the Confederates 
during the fight at Atlanta, collaring a Rebel 
officer, and under fire dragging him back into 
the Union lines a prisoner, gave him ad- 
ditional prestige. 

After the War he remained a Democrat, 
and, as such, by Avr JoHNSON was appointed 
Revenue Collect or for the Keokuk District, 
in which office, out of consideration 
for his military services, he was con- 
tinued by President Grant. Even then 
rumors, whether well or ill founded, were 
rife as to his connection with whisky rings, 
but none of these reached Washington. 
When, by the death of the lamented Secre- 
tary Rawuine, the President lost one of the 
most sagacious of his Cabinet advisers and 
the nation the services of one of the ablest 
and purest of men, Gen. BIA was ap- 
pointed his successor, without any consulta- 
tion with leading Republicans of Iowa or 
elsewhere. The selection of Gen. Beixnap, 
a Democrat, caused a good deal of ill-feeling 
in Republican circles at the time, and was 
met with no friendly comment. But the 
anger of the Republicans wore off in time, 
and they became reconciled to this eccentric 
appointment by the report of the brilliant 
record he had made in the War and the con- 
siderable ability he was said to possess. Up 
to that time Beitxnap had continued a Demo- 
erat, though a War-Democrat, and there is 
no evidence that at any time since he has» 
voted the Republican ticket or changed his 
political principles. 

As it now appears, he began by betraying 
the confidence of the Republican President, 
and was active chiefly as a bribe-taker, con- 
tinuing as such until exposure followed and 
he resigned in disgrace, and, through sup- 
pression of the real facts, procured ac- 
ceptance of his resignation. Such, in brief, 
is his political record: A Democrat and 
embezzler before the War ; then, the one re- 
deeming feature of it all, a War-Democrat 
and a brave soldier; next, a Jounson Demo- 
erat and officeholder vaguely suspected of 
being a member of the Whisky Ring; and 
from thence transferred to the Oabinet, 
through a freak of Executive admiration of 
his gallantry, to become a bribe-taker.

THE GREAT AMERICAN DESERT. 

The recent reports and letters of Gen. 
Hazen, of the United States army, contribute 
much valuable and authentic information 
touching the general character of the Terri- 
tories of the United States, and go to show 
that the idea which has been heretofore 
prevalent, that there are still vast areas of 
land west of the Mississippi waiting for 
settlers to occupy them and develop their 
fertility, is erroneous. They show very con- 
clusively that the good lands of this country 
are already occupied, and that what remains 
must be classed under the head of bad lands, 
or more specifically as the Great American 
Desert. The eastern boundary of this desert 
may be fixed by commencing a line in the 
western part of Minnesota, and running it 
north and south through Kansas, Nebraska, 
the Indian Territory, and Texas, ending 
at about the 100th degree of longitude, 
and the Sierra Nevadas from the western 
line. It includes a distance of ubout 1,000 
miles north and sopth, and 1,200 miles 
east and west, end all this vast territory 
between these two boundary lines does not 
contain so much good land as there is in the 


enough to make forty States of the size of In- 
diana. This great desert includes one-third 
of Texas, one-third of Kansas, one-half of 
Nebraska, seven-eighths of Dakota, one-fifth 
of Minnesota, all of New Mexico, Colorado, 
Wyoming, Montana, Idaho, Utah, Arizona, 
Nevada, and about two-thirds of California, 
Oregon, and Washington, embracing an area 
of about 1,200,000 square miles, or 
about half the area of the United 
States. This vast area averages an 
altitude of about a mile above the sea, and is 
cut off from rains by the Sierra Nevadas. 
Very little of this area is adapted for cultiva- 
tion, although by irrigation it might be 
forced to yield sustenance enough for those 
who may live upon it, but for general agri- 
cultural purposes it is worthless. It is esti- 
mated by Gen. Hazzn that 2 per cent of it 
may be redeemed by irrigation, and that an 
agricultural oasis might be obtained in this 
manner of the size of the State of Ohio. 
There are some parts of the remainder which 
afford pasturage for flocks and herds, but 
even in these portions the grass is 80 poor 
and scant that it requires 100 acres in the 
best locality to equal one acre in Illinow or 
Iowa. In this great region there is 1 per 
cent of forest, producing wood valuable for 
building purposes. In minerals it is rich, 
especially in.gold, silver, copper, lead, salt, 
and coal, which are scattered all over this 
area in more or less profusion. 

The facts brought out in these reports of 
Gen. Hazen lead to some important conclu- 
sions: 1. The good lands of this country are 
already occupied. 2. The farming lands are 
already exhausted, having passed into the 
hands of private owners and railroad cor- 
porations, and what is left is practically use- 
less for agricultural purposes. 3. They hgve 
an important bearing upon the future price 
of land fi this country, sino it is now 
known that the supply of land for agricul- 
tural purposes is limited. The inevitable 
tendency must be a gradual increase in prices 
of the available lands. 4. They show that 
future legislation, development, and emigra- 
tion must be shaped with the view of de- 
veloping the mineral resources, rather than 
the agricultural, of this great desert of 
1,200,000 square miles, which for all time 
to come must bear the same relation to the 
rest of the country that the Steppes of Russia 
do to the rest of that Empire. 5. The bear- 
ing of these facts upon the schemes of Phila- 
delphia speculators to induce the Govern- 
ment to build the Southern Pacific Road 
across the most worthless part of this desert 
is too apparent to need emphasizing. With 
the exception of its mineral productions, and 
the comparatively small portion of it that 
may be used for grazing, this vast area must 
for all time remain a desert. 
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FOST-TRAD RRS. 

There is one feature of the BIN affair 
which deserves special notice, because it 
indicates a dishonest purpose on the part 
of the ex-Secretary, formed soon after he 
entered office. Prior to his appointment 
these post-traders were nominated by the 
three officers highest in rank at each station, 
and these officers constituted a board who 
regulated the prices to be demanded for all 
articles, and thus protected the troops from ex- 
tortion. The persons thus selected were those 
with whom the men and officers were ac- 
quainted,—either ex-army officers or some 
other persons who had the confidence of 
those most directly interested. Gen. Bzx- 
KNaP, however, immediately made a change of 
all this. He ignored the recommendations of 
the officers at the several posts, and 
made the appointment of these traders 
a part of the patronage of the War De- 
partment. They thus became merchandise in 
the hands of the Secretary of War, if that offi- 
cer was disposed to treat them as such. That 
Mr: BxLxNAr did so consider them is shown 
by the disclosures already made. Shortly af- 
ter his own appointment he made the sale of 
this tradership to Mazsu,and how many 
others he disposed of in the same way remains 
to be seen. The facts of this Fort Sill scan- 
dal seem to have been known in the army for 
years, and though the facts were sent to the 
President on several occasions by persons fa- 
-miliar with the circumstances, the papers 
were intercepted and never allowed to reach 
the President. It is now stated that they 
were intercepted in the ante-room of the Ex- 
ecutive office while Gen. Bascock was in 
charge. 

Whether Bascocx is or is not open to this 
accusation, the fact remains that some person 
suppressed these revelations and kept them 
from the President, and the guilty man 
should be discovered. 

Congress should at once put an end to 
all the sales of these post-traders’ placos 
by a law restoring them to appointment 
by the General of the Army on the recom- 
mendation of the Officers at the respective 
posts. How many of these traders have 
purchased their business no one can now 
tell,—perhaps will never be known,—and 
the most effective way to have whatever cor- 
ruption exists stopped is to declare them all 
vacant, and have them refilled by appoint- 
ments according to the rule prevailing before 
Mr. Bux began dealing in them. 


The Washington dispatches report two 
facts which, taken together, are very sig- 
nificant. The one is that two ex- army of- 
ficers have testified that J. 8. Evans, post- 
trader at Fort Sill, had disclosed, as the 
reason for charging exorbitant prices, that 
for the privilege of trading at the post 
$15,000 per annum had to be paid to W. W. 
BerxwaP, Secretary of War, and that they 
hed written out these confessions and dis- 
closures of Evans and mailed them to the 
President, who paid no heed to these charges 


of esrruptica. When

made known last Friday to the President, he 
instantly replied that no paper on that sub- 
ject had ever reached him; that if such 
papers were sent to him they were suppress- 
ed and kept from his knowledge. The 
other fact is that Gen. Bancockx has been 
removéd by the President from the office of 
Private Secretary, and that he has been re- 
moved on the ground of having suppressed 
these papérs. There is a deep significance 
attached to these facts. They indicate not 
only that the President’s confidence has been 
most shamefully abused, but that he has at 
last discovered it, He has discovered that 
corrupt and designing men have been using 
his weakness,—his strong personal friend- 
ship,—and that under that protection they 
have been disloyal to him and to the coun- 
try by the practice of the vilest abuses. If 
the revelations of the last few days have had 
the effect of inducing the President to look 
beyond the line of personal friendship, and 
sce in the men who have ostentatiously 
placed themselves between him and the coun- 
try as they appear to others, he is to be con- 
gratulated. It is possible that he will now be 
able to look at Bascocx’s trial at St. Louis 
as the country has looked at it. 
He will see that the lefense in that case, 
though made by eminebt lawyers working 
for $30,000 of fees, was not the defense of 
an innocent man, but exactly the desperate 
defense which a guilty man would have 
made. If it be true that the facts in the 
BELKNAP case were suppressed in the Presi- 
dent’s own office, and kept from his knowl- 
edge, and that this was the act of his Private 
Secretary, Bancockx, then the latter officer 
must stand revealed to the President as a 
somewhat different man®than the one in 
whom the President had placed his confi- 
dence. It may in due time develop the fact 
that a military court, unrestrained by the 
technical rules of evidence of a civil court, 
and judging men by the severe rules of mil- 
itary honor, is a necessity, in order that the 
army may be vindicated, and, if need be, re- 
lieved of an officer so intimately connected 
with the notorious and confessed criminals of 
the revenue service. 


THE VICE OF BRIBERY. 

The acceptance of money for services un- 
rendered, which is a statutory offense in pub- 
lic office, is a very common vice among the 
non-officeholding community, and hence, 
perhaps, the general infection of the public 
service. To makea sale, to bring about a 
trade, or to facilitate a business transaction 
of any nature whatever, it is not considered 
improper to lay all the ropes and pull all the 
wires that may lead to the consummation de- 
sired. ‘* Commissions and “ divisions ” of 
all kinds and every conceivable mathematical 
variety are invented to carry out the project 
in view. The closest ties uf friendship are 
strained by the consideration of gain. The 
domestic relations are invaded with presents 
and offerings to exert a secret influence. 
Money is given and taken for the exercise of 
mere personal or social influence, without re- 
gard to the real merit of the investment 
which is promoted or the probable re- 
sults of the transaction thus forwarded. 
Men and women of all conditions 
are subjected to the temptation of using 
some personal influence, at no cost to 
themselves, in return for a compensation{of 
some kind or other; and one encounters 
almost daily evidence of the accomplishments 
of favoritism, of schemings, of influence, of 
pressure, —all of which more nearly or re- 
motely hang upon the vice of bribery. It is 
not strange, in view of the common preva- 
lence of this pernicious practice in private 
and business life, that it should have infected 
official circles so largely gs has been demon- 
strated in the various frauds that have been 
unearthed during the last year or two. It 
might be supposed that the law affixing a 
severe penalty would act as a restraint upon 
those holding official positions. But there 
are two weak points here. First, a statutory 
definition of an offense does not make a very 
serious impression when the offense is found 
to be practiced with impunity outside of 
official circles, and even sanctioned by cus- 
tom; and, second, the law has followed the 
general tendency of the community to con- 
demn the person accepting the bribe, but 
not him who offers it. The result of this 
situation is that the temptation is con- 
stantly present, since the tempter feels 
himself out of danger; andthe tempted per- 
son eases his conscience by the common 
practices of the business world around him, 
and quiets his apprehensions by the seeming 
difficulty of proof where the transaction has 
been for mutual benefit and the exposure 
would be for mutual discomfiture. In other 
words, it is a difficult matter toenforce a code 
of morals in official circles of a higher and 
more exacting character than that accepted by 
society at large. 

The downfall of ex-Secretary Brixwar 
was a national disgrace, estimated by the 
exalted position he held. At the same time, 
the surprise and indignation exhibited by 
Congress were somewhat beyond an honest 
protest by a set of honest men at the unex- 
pected revelation of corruption im high 
places. The universal horror which 
was manifested at the disclosure was 
scarcely in keeping with some of the 
secret history of Congress itself. When 
virtuous Democrats denounced Bzixnap’s 
malfeasance as characteristic of Republican 
rule, they igngred the fact that every notable 
case of bribery and corruption so far has 
hunted out men on both sides of politics. 
When Mr. Herrn CL so feelingly re- 
ferred to the late Secretary of War as but 
the proper outgrowth, the true exponent, of 
the corruption, extravagance, and misgovern- 
ment that have cursed the land for years 
past,” he evidently forgot that the 
Congress, so pretentiously favorable to in- 
vestigation and reform, has itself condoned 
the offense of bribery on the part of two of 
its members, one a Republican and one a 
Democrat, against both of whom the evidence 
was as direct as against Beixnap, and both of 
whom are equally amenable to the law, which 
reads as follows: 0 

Seo. 1,781, Every member of Congress, or any offi- 
cer or agent of the Government, who, directly or éndi- 
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States, for any person whatever, or for giving any such 
contract, office,’ or place whatscever, and 
every person who, directly or indirectly, offers or 
agrees to give, or gives, or bestows any money, prop- 
erty, other valuables, or consideration what- 
ever for procuring, or aiding to procure, any 
such contract, office, or place, and every member of 
Congress who, directly or indirectly, takes, receives 
or agrees to receive, apy money, property, or other val 
uable consideration whatever, after his election as 
sach member, for his attention, services, action, vote, 
or decision on any question, cause, or 

which may be pending, or may by law, or under the 


officer convicted of a violation of this section shall 
moreover be disqualified from holding any office of 
honor, profit, or trust under the Government of the 
United States. 

We refer, of course, to the Democratic 
New York Congressman Scuumaxzr and the 
Republican Minnesota Congressman Kro, 
who were recipients of large sums of money 
from Inwin at the time the latter was dis- 
tributing the Pacific Mail bribery and cor- 
ruption fund. Both men were in public ser- 
vice at the time they received this money. 
ScuuMakeR was then a member of Congress; 
Ko was Postmaster of the House of Repre- 
sentatives. The evidence of their having 
taken the money is as full and direct as that 
against Berxnap; the subsidy involved was 


amore serious loss to the Government than 


the aggregate amount of all the stealings at 
all the post-sutlerships. since the War; the 
violation of the law was as flagrant, and 
the disgrace to the Government, if not so 
striking, yet not less lasting and infectious. 
Yet Congress has been in session for three 
months, with almost a two-thirds Democratic 
majority pledged to the work of reform, and 
there has not been a movement to expel 
these disgraced members, or so to punish 
them as to make the vice of bribe-taking as 
hideous and dangerous as it ought to be. 
Why this forbearance ? Evidently because 
a member of each of the two political parties 
is involved, and also evidently because there 
was a mine of corruption in this Pacific Mail 
business which neither party in Congress was 
willing to explode. 

It was right and proper to report the im- 
mediate and unanimous impeachment of 
Bxlxxar, with a view to his future disqualifi- 
cation for all time from holding any place of 
public trust. Itis right that he should be 
prosecuted under the law, and made to suffer 
the full penalty of his crime. But, in the 
meantime, let Congress turn some of its 
virtuous indignation upon its own short- 
comings. The vials of wrath should not be 
all emptied upon the head of Be.xwnap, leav- 
ing none for others equally guilty. Let 
Scuumaxer and Ko be expelled from Con- 
gress, that bribe-taking may be as infamous 
ina Congressman as in a Cabinet officer. 
And let society and the business community 
so revise their code of ethics as to make 
bribe-giving equally reprehensible with bribe- 
taking, and both as vicious and disgraceful 
outside of public office as they are inside. 
In this way alone can a vicious national habit 
be reformed. 


Gen. ScHENck received the news of Betxnap’s 
disgrace aud fall just as he was leaving London 
for Liverpool to take the steamer for New York. 
Ir it be true that misery loves company, he may 
piace himself with the reflection, while tossing 
on the stormy seas, that BLXNAr's Fort Sill 
blackmailing operations were worse than his 
Emma Mine transactions. But he is mistaken 
in his estimate if he thinks so. For an Ameri- 
can Minister at the Court of St. James, and he a 
Republican, to play *‘ capper” to ¢ swindling 
gang of silver mine speculators, is far more dis- 
graceful than for a Secretary of War, who is a 
Democrat, to permit his wife te blackmail the 
sutler of a trading-post.

That be has not done so, is solely due to the de- 

termination of the President ‘that Bel- 
wap shall not escape, and that he shall 
answer for bis crime in the Courts 
of law. The Secret Service officers last night 
heard from an unquestionable authority, best 
known to themselves, that Gen. Belknap con- 
templated escaping to Bermuda Vigi- 
Jent, faithful guards were, after speedy con- 
gutation with the Administration authorities, 
placed about Gen. Belknap’s house.

FRESH SCANDAL. 

ANOTHER BOLD STORY FROM THE sr. LOUIS TIMES. 

Sr. Louis, March 5.—The Times to-morrow 
will publish, on authority of a gentleman who 
has been engaged in frontier trading for the past 
eighteen years, some very interesting facts con- 
nected with that business. He states that Or- 
ville Grant, brother of the President, has been 
interested with Belknap in disposing of the 
trading poste. Grant, shortly after the 
appointment of Belknap as Secretary 
of War, visited most of the 
posts on the frontier, and canceled 
all licenses issued by Secretary Rawlins. Dur- 
feer & Peck, extensive Government freighters 
and merchandisers on the frontier, held the 
principal sutierships at this time, and were 
astonished at this unexpected change. Mr. 
Peck investigated the matter and fonud that 
Orville Grant had full authority from the Seore- 
tary of War to dispose of all trading posts as he 
thought fit. Peck applied to Grant for authori- 
ty to retain certain posts where his firm had 
invested large sums of money in buildings and 
goode, and he would agree to it only on terms of 
60 much cash down and a certain share of the 
profits,—practically tbe same arrangement that 
existed between Marsh aod Evans & Co. at Fort 
Sill. Peck refused to comply with these terms, 
and others received the 4 — At Fort 
Buford and Fort Peck. A. C. Leighton was ap- 
pointed sutler upon terms proposed by Orville 
Grant, 


BUT THE BOXUS REQUIRED 
was £0 large he lost movey, and subsequently 
offered to sell to Durfee & Peck. Tho latter 
agreed to buy, but Leighton had first to obtain 
permission to sell from Grant. This Grant re- 
fused and made easier terms with Leighton. 
The. Fort Sill tradership was taken 
from Durfee & Peck, and given to John T. 
Athey. Atbey paid all the money he had to get 
the post, and was obliged to make terms with 
Durfee & Peck to run it. The latter firm leased 
from him and carried on the business for a year, 
when the profits accruing to Athev enabled him 
to run the business himself. Durfee & Peck 
had the tradership at Fort Bill. but it was given 
to Evans & Co. Durfee & Peck attempted to 
carry a business in opposition to Evans & Oo., 
but the officers of the post were 

FORBIDDEN TO GIVE THE SOLDIERS ORDERS 

on any firm buat Evans & Co., and they were 
forced to abandon the post. Orville Grant went 
so far in his opposition to Durfee & Peck that 
be forbade these to whom he gave appointments 
to purchase goods or 3 belonging to 
that firm. Grant also ad an ar- 
rangement with the Interior Department by 
which he contralled many of the Indian trading 
posts. These hedisposed of in the same manner 
as the sutlerships—to the highest bidder. Grant 
was inthe habit of visiting military posts and 
Indian trading stations every year to collect the 
money due him and his partner Belknap, and 
for this purpose he had antbority from Secre- 
tary —— draw upon any military posts 
for ambulances, teams, and sugh aid as he 
might require.

Wasurvatox. D. C., March 5.—With reference 
to a dispatch March 4, associating Capt. Ceorge 
A. Armes with Capt. George T. Robinson in 
criminal practices while officersin the United 
States army, Capt. Armes says that, although 
they belonged to the same regiment, they were 
neither friends nor associates. It appears, from 
official documents, that Capt. Armes war tried 
and dismissed from service on false charges pre- 
ferred against him by two officers against whom 
Armes had previously preferred charges, and on 
which they were tried within two months there- 
after, found guilty, and sentenced to be dis- 
missed, cashiered, and imprisoned in the 
Penitentiary for three years, and fined $500 
each. The Military Commission of each House, 
in February, 1874, in their report on the bill 
authorizing and directing the Secretary of War 
to give to Capt. Armes an honorabie discharge, 
say that there was nothing in the revord to jus- 
tify the sentence that was imposed by the court- 
martial ; that the charges were preferred through 
motives of jealousy and revenge, and the pro- 
ceedings show that there was a determination on 
the part of those officers who instigated the 
prosecution to have Armes dismissed at any 
cost.

A TRANSPORTATION ITEM. , 

St. Louis june. March 3, 

In the fall of 1874 the Government advertised 
from Sao Austin, Tex., the headquarters of that 
Department, asking proposals to transport army 
supolies from New Orleans, St. Louis, and Chi- 
cago, to points of destination in Texas. The 
Iron Mountain Railroad Company had then re- 
cently completed its Texas connections and the 
roads forming this chain were anxious to obtain 
this Government freight. Their chief roads 
were the Missonr, Kansas & Texas Railroad 
the Texas Central, and Morgan's Steamship 
and Railroad Line. The bid of the Iron Moun- 
tain Railroad aud its connections was 55 per 
cent less than the price of the next highest 
bidder, and 75 per cent less than card rates. 
Tbere was no possible question but that the 
Iron Mountain bid was a responsible one. It was 
at once approved at the Department Headquar- 
ters by Gen. Augur, and then dy Lieut.-Gen. 
Sheridan, by tne Chief Quartermaster of the 
Department, and also by Gen. Meigs. It reached 
Secretary Belknap for approval, and was reject- 
ed, and the Government officers here received 
an order direct from the War Department to 
ship their freight at card rates or by special cgn- 
tracts. There were then 9,000 troops in Texas 
to be suppiied under these proposals. The dif- 
ference between the cost as it would have been 
under the Iron Mountain Railroad bid, and as it 
really was under Belknap’s arbitrary order, was 
$2 on a barrel of flour, and in like proportion 
for other supplies. The greater part of the 
freight went by the Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
Road, and the Government paid the difference. 

THE POST OF CON OHO. 

At the post of Concho the post-trader some 
time ago was ‘Trainor. He resigned, aud Con- 
rad, the man wha owned the building and land 
at which the trading-post was located, was 
strongly recommended for the ition. His 
petition was indorsed by Gon. Merritt, com- 
manding, and ali the officers of the garrison, 
and many of the Department.

A printed report of the trial of Capt. Robinson 
by court-martial was procured Saturday, and

senting of charges is entirely without founda- 
tion.. The court-martial sat at St. Louis, by vir- 
tue of orders issued from the headquarters of 
the Department of Missouri. There were two 
charges preferred, the first being fora “‘ viola- 
tion of section 1 of the act of March 
2, 1863, chapter 67, entitlea An act 
to prevent and frauds upon the 
Government of the United Siates.’” ‘To 
the charge there are seven specifications, 
alleging that Capt. Robinson in the months of 
February, March, April, May, and June, 1873, 
presented two sets of claims for pay for those 
months, one set being presented at New York, 
the other at Galveston, Tex., on which he suc- 
ceeded in drawing double pay, or $400 a moatb. 
And also that by means of false certificates he 
succeeded in getting $33.33 a month extra, on 
representation that he had been ten years in the 
service, which was not the fact. 

The second ch is for ‘‘ conduct anbecom- 
ing an officer,” gnd contains fourteen specifica- 
tions, the first four beiog for drawing pay twice, 
and drawing $200 a month instead of $183.33. 
The next five specifications charge that Capt. 
Robinson, in September, October, November, 
and December, 1873, and January, February, 
aod May, 1874, fraudulently sold a set of ac- 
counts for his pay for those months to 8. G. 
DeCoursey and others, certifying at the same 
time that there was due him $200 a month, 
when in fact his pay was only $183.33 monthly, 
and an order had previously been issued to the 
officers of the Pay Department forbidding 
them to pay him until he settled an account 
of $550 with the Government. In the 
remaining specifications, Robinson is charged 
with having incurred debts to his Sergeant, toa 
trader at Fort Sill, to his grocer in Baltimore, 
and his family physician at Philadelphia, all of 
which he had dishonorably refused to pay. The 
court-martial fornd him guilty on both charges, 
and all the specifications, and sentenced him 
„To be cashiered; to forfeit to the United 
States all pay and allowance now due or to be- 
come due, and to have his crime, name, place of 
abode, and punishment published in and 
about Philadelphia, Pa., and St. Louis, Mo.”

Now, 
it strikes me, f the property due west of that 
now included d the limits were assessed at any- 
thing like wlat the owners ask fogit, the re- 
duction of ta:es in the old limits would ensue. 
Thus the taxs inside Western avenue, for ex- 
ample, ough to be what they were ten years 
ago, and th increased expenditure met by tax- 
ing the neviimits. Indeed, the system of valua- 
tiou is wholy wrong. Forexample: I knowa 
lot taxed o 1871, $3.20. A man put up a 
frame buiding costing 8450; taxes io 1572, 
$16; 1873818; 1874, $20; and 1875, $24, the 
extra bein payment for gas, whilst the neigh- 
boring lot are held at about $4, because they 
are unimpoved. This acts as a bona-fide en- 
cour t not to build, hence we see our 
great estate people never laying out one 
Cent in tiilding. Think you that the Ulrich 
propertyon State street, if taxed its due pro- 
portion, rould have been for tweuty years un- 
improve? Thisis only an instance. I think 
the city xpensesought to be forced intade of 
500,010. Lealers who have political power 
ought ne to bo u situations worth from $2,000 
to 4.000 per anmm, merely because they are 
supposel to hee political iniluence, whilst 
their superiors n education and talent are 
hard se; to make $1,000. Too much taxation 
must esd, as at Siringtield; and in the coming 
elections I trusimy fellow-citizeaos will put in 
the front rank intiligence and honesty; as for 
ignorance, We Wat none of it.

| WHISKY AND DEATH. 


One of the Most Sickening Spectacles 
Ever Witnessed in any Civil- 
ized Community. 


A Drunken Mother Expires in Giving 
Birth to a Still-Born Babe ; 


And the Drunken Father Is Found Insensi- 
ble on the Bed of Death. 


One of the saddest and most heart-sickening 
tragedies that ever took place in Chicago was 
brought to light at an early bour yesterday 
morning in a low, squatty, appretentious one- 
story frame house at the corver of North Market 
and Wendel streets. The premises are occupied 
in part by Patrick Hanraban aod family, the 
owner, and in part by Edward Flannigan.

IHE NEBULAR HYPOTHESIS. 
JRE BY PROF. COLBERT. 

Prof. Elias Colbert lectured yesterday after- 
noon at McCormick Hall, before the Sunday 
Lecture Society, on The Nebular Hypothesis.” 
The audience was large and appreciative. The 
following is an abstract of the essay : 
The speaker said that the probable process of 
world formation, as accounted for dy the 
nebular hypothesis, had recently been very 
widely discussed: not always intelligently. it 
was, however, no new speculation, as many sup- 
posed, being one of the oldest of the ideas that 
we can trace through the mists of human his- 
tory, and grained into the human mind almost 
as deeply as the belief in the immortality of the 
soul. Our first traces of it are found in the rec- 
ords called Mosaic, but the account given in 
the Bible indicates that the story was compiled 
from more ancient writings than the pentateuch. 
The nebular theory has often been stated con- 
cisely enough, but there are many who experi- 
ence great difficulty in understanding it, as the 
statement gives them little clug to the origin of 
the forces which permeate matter. The great 
stumbling block seems to be that no adequate 
cause is assigued for the enormous temperatures 
claimed for the sun and stars, avd the interior 
of our own globe; in consequence of which very 
many ple doubt the one and deny the other.

RAILWAY NEWS. 

THE RECENT EASTWARD TARIFF. 
The New York Herald, in speaking of the re- 
cent troubles among the Eastern trunk lines, 
says that the main cause of the disruption was 
thatthe Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, two or 
three months ago, made rates eo much in favor 
of the Port of Baitimore that they soon succeed- 
ed in securing the largest part of the graia trade. 
From many points the rate of freight charged on 
grain was 13 cents less than to New York. Be- 
sides this reduction, the Company allowed a re- 
bate of 3 cents per 100 bushels on all grain ex- 
ported from Baltimore. The Company in many 
instances made a further reduction from the 
rates as published in She printed schedules. The 
managers of the Pennsylvania Raiiroad followed 
the example of the Baltimore & Ohio in rebating, 
aud made the same allowance on grain exported 
from Philadelphia as ou that exported from Ba- 
timore. By these means the grain trade was 
largely diverted from New York, the Baltimore 
& Ohio receipts having been for the last eight 
weeks nearly double those of Philadelphia. Un- 
der this condition of affairs the New York Cen- 
tral issued a motice to its connections that it 
would not bold them to the regular rates, but 
would take ita proportida of the rates made by 
the Western roads. Io the early part of Feb- 
raary the managers of the Western roads met at 
Chicago and agreed upon a mileage basis, 
making the rates from all points West to Balté- 
more and Philadelphia pro rata per mile 
to the New York rates. This was not 
satisfactory to the New York Central, and, 
the notice to its connections baving caused some 
disturbance a reduction of 5 cents was decided 
upon by the Chicago pool-iines, who lost ali their 
business by tne favorable concessions made to 
the Southwestern lines. The meeting held in 
New York last week resulted, as already report- 
ed, in an amicable arrangement of the existing 
difficulties, and an agreement was made to ad- 
here in the future strictly to the present rate on 
the basis of 40 cents per 100 pounds on grain. 
There is not the least prospect that the new 
arrangement will be kept any more thao any 
previous oge. As long as the lines leading East 
from Chicago are pooied, and lines Jeading East 
from other points are not, Chicago will be dis- 
criminated against,and unless its merchants 
awake from their lethargy and take some steps 
by which this outrageous pooling arrangement 
can be broken up, they will find out one day that, 
this city has loss its prestige as the Commercial 
Metropolis of the West beyond redemption,

tion in the matter of police, that the streets are 
in a proper condition for travel and business 
facilities, and that all necessary matters for pro- 
moting the general business interests of the city 
are carried out in a practical and economic man- 
ner. Taxation and collection of revenue have 
also to be looked into, being the result of the 
foregoing necessities. Hence, a city Govern- 
ment having such a specie! field for its adminis- 
trative duties, we take the ground that the eleo- 
tion of men to such a trust and duty should be 
based on these special demands, and men elected 
in the interests of the objects to be accomplished. 

In order to do this it 1s absolutely necessary 
that the business and property interests of the 
city should have the right to elect city of- 
ficials, and only under such a policy can the true 
interests of any city be maintained and pro- 
moted. Such an arrangement does not interfere 
with the political rights of the citizen, for the 
government of a city in nowise partakes of the 
character of a State or National islature, but 
is merely a selected body of men to regulate vo- 
lice protection, and to promote the business in- 
terest. These two objects being secured, the 
duties of a City Government are complete. 
| Those of the population outside of a distinct 
business or real estate interest can only be ben- 
efited through a City Government by its police 
eificieocy and the general business prosperity of 
the city. Hence, we remark that the true in- 
terest of any city can only be maintained and 
promoted by — the election of its officers in 
the hands of the business men and property- 
holders. 

In the present method of electing said officials 
the important objects referred to fail to be se- 
cured. The ruin which is staring New York in 
the face, the corruptiou of its officials, aud the 
defalcations in its Treasury,—and the same may 
be said in its measure of almost every large city

This scientific view of the formation of worlds 
out of chaos, and the subsequent maintenance 
of organized existence by the mutual attraction 
and repulsion of material atoms, is not necessa- 
rity atheistic. The speaker could not see how 
the attraction of gravitatien could operate to 
form separate worlds without a creative act, 
establishing centres of aggregation; nor could 
he recOgnize in the popular acceptation of the 
Darwinian theory an evasion of the necessity for 
8 acts of creative power in the evolution 
of organic forms. The student of physical 
science was not, however, asa rule, disposed to 
insult the Creator of all things by —— — 
Omnuscience, in supposing that He dia not know 
at the outset what He wanted to accomplish ; or 
by questioning His ability to flame laws for the 
universe, the operation ef which would control
